Today many negroes walked out of 
town on the railroad tracks, more cross- | 
ed to the Missouri side where all was 
quiet, and still others, assured of pro- 
tection by the augmented force of sol- 
diers, returned to their homes. Some, 
whose homes were burned, were cared 
for in a camp hastily arranged by the 
chamber of commerce. 

No systematic search of the ruins 
was made today, but fear that scores 
of dead might lie beneath gradually 
disappeared. Last night brought ru- 
mors that many bodies had been thrown 
into the rivers, but the waters gave 
up no dead today and by night it was 
doubted whether the death list would 
much exceed the list in the mortuaries. 

One negro, badly injured, was dis- 
covered in a sewer man-hole where he 
was thrown after being badly beaten.

All Factions Unite in Ap- 
peal to People to Mass Be- 
hind Armies So Attack 
May Be Driven Home. 


Petrograd, July 3.—The provisional 
gxgovernment has issued an appeal to the 
Russian people, urging all citizens to 
forget personal interests and to mass 
as a single man behind the army 
which “is marching to death to save 
the revolution and to free the Rus- 
sian people.” 

Minister of War Kerensky, in view 
of the new offensive movement, has 
forbidden all leaves of absence to sol- 
diers unless necessitated bv ill health. 

The congress of workmen's and sol- 
diers’ delegates of all Russia and the 
executive of the peasants’ delegates, in 
sending fraternal greetings to the 
army, “who on the battlefield is de- 
fending the cause of the revolution and 
giving your blood for liberty and uni- 
versal peace,” gays: 

“The Russian revolution has long been 
calling the people of all countries to 
universal peace. That the people of 
Europe do not respond is not your 
fault. Your organization and the force 
displayed by your offensive give weight 
to the voice of revolutionary Russia 
in her appeals to the countries strug- 
gling against her, as well as to neu- 
trals and her allies, and will bring the 
end nearer. 

“In this decisive hour the congress 
of the workmen’s and soldiers’ dele- 
g ites and the executive of the peasants’ 
delegates summon the country to con- 
centrate all its efforts to help the army. 

“Peasants! Give the army bread. 
Workmen! let the army suffer no lack 
of munitions. Soldiers and officers! 
form reinforcing detachments’ and 
regiments to go to the front at the 
first order. Citizens! remember your 
duty and let no one seek at the present 
moment to evade the accomplishment 
of his duty toward the fatherland. 

“Soldiers and officers! let your hearts 
have no doubts that you are struggling 
for. the liberty and welfare of Russia 
and an early general peace.”

Washington, July 3.—Predictions of 
a bitter fight in conference between 
the house and senate over the war 
revenue bill unless drastic changes are 
made by the senate in the draft its 
finance committee reported today, 
were made tonight by Representative 
Rainey, ranking democratic member of 
the house ways and means committee. 

Primarily, Mr. Rainey said, the total 
of the senate draft, $1,670,000,000, must 
be raised. The house, he believed, wil! 
insist on the measure carrying at least 
the $1,800,000,000 originally proposed, 
on the ground that congress has no 
right to mortgage the future to any 
greater extent than Dy the §$7,000,000,- 
000 of war bonds already authorized. 

Mr: Rainey declared the senate meas- 
ure was a “rich man’s bill” and that 
the house would stand pat on a de- 
mand that the burden be transferred 
from the shoulders of the poor. 

“From the wealthy man’s viewpoint,” 
he said, “the senate draft certainly is 
an excellent. measure. It would lift 
income, automobile, retroactive income 
and other taxes from the wealthy and 
settle the burden on tea, sugar, cocoa 
and other necessaries used in every 
home. I cannot believe that there will 
not be changes made on the floor.” 

The Lenroot amendment, greatly in- 
creasing taxes on incomes above $40,- 
000, adopted by the house, but stricken 
out by the senate committee, is al- 
most certain to be restored, Mr. Rainey 
believes. 

“Perhaps the most illogical proposal 
of all,” he declared, “is the publish- 
ers’ tax. Why should he pay an in- 
come, excess profits and a special tax, 
too?” 

Unsatisfactory as the senate draft 
is, however, the house leaders say it 
still can be made the subject of con- 
ference.

That’s the Plan of Canadian 
Labor—No Labor for Pri- 
vate Gain if Man Power Is 
Conscripted. 


Ottawa, Ontario, July 3.—Conscription 
of material wealth by refusal of every 
working man in the Dominion of Can- 
ada to toil for private gain if conscrip- 
tion of man power becomes law was ad- 
vocated today by J. C. Watters, presi- 
dent of the Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada, in reply to an inquiry from 
British Columbia Federation of 
Labor as to the attitude labor should 
assume to conscription. 

Refuse to Work for Private Gain. 

“T am strongly of opinion,” he wrote, 
“that the greatest and most patriotic 
service we can render-to our country in 
the struggle to preserve our liberties 
and our democracy is, on the dav con- 
scription of man power is put into ef- 
fect, to supplement the pledge of the 
prime minister by forcing the govern- 
ment to conscript material wealth 


through every worker in the dominion |

DEMANDED OF CONGRESS

For Making Alcoholic Drinks.

foodstuffs in making intoxicating 
liquors, but disclaiming any intention 
to delay food legislation, was adopted 
today at a meeting here of the Na- 
tional Legislative Conference, composed 
of representatives of twenty-two na- 
tional temperance organizationg. 

To President Wilson’s request ¢hat 
agitation for prohibition of beer and 
light wines be dropped because it re- 
sults in holding up the imperative food 
measure, the resolutions reply that no 
delay has occurred from that cause. 

The statement says: 

“We urge congress to conserve all 
our national resources needed to win 
the war by prohibiting the conversion 
of any foodstuffs into intoxicating 
liquors; by authorizing and directing 
the president to commandeer all stock 
of distilled liquors for munitions and 
other governmental purposes; by pre- 
venting the importation of intoxicat- 
ing liquors and the _ exportation of 
foodstuffs for the manufacture of in- 
toxicating liquors abroad, and we op- 
pose any except prohibitive taxes on 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 

“In view of the president’s expressed 
fear of a filibuster on the food control 
bill and of consequent serious delay in 
its passage, we desire to say that we 
have done nothing and will do nothing 
to delay the passage of this bill, but 
will press for adequate food conserva- 
tion and for complete war prohibition 
and will reply upon our trusted leaders 
in congress to decide whether these 
objects can be best secured by a sep- 
arate bill or by an amendment to some 
other measure. 

“We would point out that hitherto 
there has been absolutely no delay on 
account of the prohibition features of 
the food control] bill. In the house of 
representatives the entire debate on 
prohibition lasted but seven hours and 
the bill reached the senate at precisely 
the same moment it would have reached 
it had there been no such debate, that 
is, at the opening of the senate on the 
following legislative day. 

“We reaffirm our devotion to na- 
tional constitutional prohibition as the 
ultimate of all prohibition legislation 
and we hereby call upon congress 
promptly to pass the pending resolu- 
tion submitting a constitutional amend- 
ment to the several states fur their ac- 
tion.”

The Americans did not lose a man. a 
ship or an animal. At least one of the 
undersea enemies was destroyed. 


The Work of Sples.

off such German raiders as might be 
met. 

“An ocean rendezvous had also been 
arranged with the American destroy- 
ers now operating in European waters 
in order that the passage of the danger 
zone might be attended by every pos- 
sible protection. 

“The first attack took place at 10:30 
on the night of June 22. What gives it 
peculiar and disturbing significance is 
that our ships were set upon at a point 
well this side of the rendezvous, and 
in that part of the Atlantic presumably 
free from submarines. 

U-Boats Attack in Force. 

“The attack was made ir force, al- 
though the night made impossible any 
exact count of the U-boats gathered 
for what they deemed a slaughter. 

“The high seas convoy, circling with 
their searchlights, answered with 
heavy gunfire, and its accuracy stands 
proved by the fact that the torpedo 
discharge became increasingly scat- 
tered, and inaccurate. It is not known 
how many torpedoes were launched, 
but five were counted as they sped by 
bow and stern. 

“A second attack was launched a‘few 
days later against another contingent. 
The point of assault was beyond the 
rendezvous and our destroyers were 
sailing as a screen between the trans- 
ports and all harm. The results of the 
battle were in favor of American gun- 
nery. 

“Not alone did the destroyers hold 
theU-boats at a safe distance, but their 
speed also resulted in the sinking of 
one submarine at least. Grenades were 
used in firing, a depth charge ex- 
plosive timed to go off at a certain dis- 
tance under water. In one instance oil 
and wreckage covered the surface of 
the sea after a shot from a destroyer 
at a periscope and the reports make 
claim of sinking. 

“Protected by our high seas convoy, 
by our destroyers and by French war 
vessels, the contingent proceeded and 
joined the others in a French port. 

“The whole nation will rejoice that 
so great a peril is passed for the van- 
guard of the men who will fight our 
battles in France. No more thrilling 
Fourth of July celebration could have 
been arranged than this glad news that 
lifts the shadow of dread from the 
heart of America.” 

Baker Thanks Navy. 

Secretary Baker wrote the following 
letter to Secretary Daniels conveying 
the army's thanks to the navy: 

“Word has just come to the war de- 
partment that the last ships conveying 
General Pershing’s expeditionary force 
to France arrived safe today. As you 
know the navy assumed the respon- 
sibility for the safety of these ships 
on the sea and through the danger 
zone. The ships themselves and their 
convoys were. in the hands of the navy 
and now that they have arrived and 
carried, without the loss of a man, our 
soldiers who are the first to represent 
America in the battle for democracy, I 
beg leave to tender to you, to the ad- 
miral and to the navy the hearty thanks 
of the war department and of the army. 
This splendid achievement is an auspli- 
cious beginning and it has been char- 
acterized throughout by the most cor- 
dial and effective co-operation between 
the two military services.” 

Relief and Joy. 

Although it had been known for days 

that all of the troops were safe after 


'the successful battles of their convoys 


with the submarines, the news of the 
arrival of the supply and animal ships 
was received with undisguised relief 
and joy. Secretary Daniels hastened 
to Secretary Baker’s office with his 
cablegram and exchanged hearty con- 
gratulations. 

President Wilson was notified and 
then the war secretary turned to his 
stenographer and dictated his letter 
expressing the army’s gratitude to the 
navy for its splendid service. 

No details to add to Secretary Dan- 
iels’ statement will be made public 
for the present. Nor will officials dis- 
cuss further the significance of the 
fact that the Germans had accurate ad- 
vanee knowledge of the American ar- 
mada’s coming. Every possible effort 
is being made to search out the ave- 
nue of communication and identify 
spies, whose efficiency was disclosed 
when the Germans were informed in ad- 
vance of the crossing. of the American 
destroyer flotilla sent to Europe soon 
after war was declared to exist. 

Secretary Daniels tonight cabled con- 
gratulations to Rear Admiral Gleaves 
and to Vice Admiral Sims, commanding 
American naval forces in Buropean wa- 
ters.

The official statement today follows: 

“In the direction of Zlochoff our of- 
fensive continues successfully. Yester- 
day afternoon after a severe stubborn 
battle the Zorafsky regiment occupied 
the village of Presovece, while the gal- 
lant troops of the Fourth Finnish divi- 
sion and the Cheshskoslovatsky bridge 
occupied the strongly fortified enemy 
positions on the heights west and south- 
west of the village of Zboroff and the 
fortified village of Korshiduv. Three 
lines of enemy trenches were  pene- 
trated. The enemy then retired across 
the Little Stripa. 

‘The Finns have taken 1,560 officers 
and soldiers prisoner, while their cap- 
tures include four trench mortars, nine 
machine guns and one bomb thrower. 
The Creshskoslovatsky brigade  cap- 
tured 62 officers and 3,150 soldiers, 15 
guns and many machine guns. Many 
of the captured guns were’ turned 
against the enemy. 

“Enemy positions to the west of Na- 
rayuvka also were taken.

The announcement follows: 

“Army Group of Prince Leopold: Al- 
though between the Baltic and the Pri- 
pet the activity of the fighting increas- 
ed only at Riga and Smorgon, there 
was heavy artillery fighting on the mid- 
dle course of the Stokhod, where Rus- 
Sian local attacks on the Kovel-Lutsk 
railway line failed with heavy losses, 
and also on the Zlota Lipa. 

“The battle in East Galicia contin- 
ued. Breaking forward across’_ the 
heights on the western bank of the 
Stripa, Russian massed attacks succeed- 
ed in extending northward the gap 
which the enemy made in our lines on 
the previous day. Assistance given by 
our reserves enabled us to cause the 
enemy to halt. At Koniuchy 
Russian attacks in the morning and aft- 
ernoon broke down with heavy losses 
in front of our new positions. Farther 
south the enemy up to the present time 
has not found strength to repeat his 
attacks against the height positions at 
Brzezany.

Governor Lowden Arrives. 

News that Governor Lowden was 
coming, as well as ten additional come- 
panies of guardsmen, tended to restore 
confidence tonight, despite a few new 
incendiary fires. One hundred of 193 
persons arrested last night were re- 
leased this afternoon and some others 
were fined for carrying concealed 
weapons. Of the 93 cases in which in- 
citing to riot was charged, all but three 
were dismissed for lack of evidence.

Governor Lowden and the _ troops 
from Springfield arrived at 9 octock.

Thomas H. Walker, president of the 
Illinois Federation of Labor and a 
member of the Illinois council of de- 
fense, also arrived and conferred with 
labor leaders. 

Governor Lowden was said to be an- 
gered at criticism of the militia by 
members of the chamber of commerce. 

Thirty-five small fires occurred to- 
night in small shacks. All were said 
to be incendiary. There were no other 
disorders. Bridges were closed to the 
pwblic. 

Wounded Negro Butchered. 

Bits of clothing taken from dead ne- 
groes were shown today by 
hunters. One brutal iineident of the 
night was related today. On Fourth 
street, near Broadway, three men saw 
a negro, apparently dead, lying in a 
gutter. One flashed a pocket light in 
his face and saw that he still breathed. 

“Well, what do you know about 
that!” he exclaimed; “not dead yet.” He 
and one of his comrades then drew their 
pistols and fired a bullet into the ne- 
gro’s head. 

Policemen today tried to prevent the 
taking of photographs of fire ruins and 
black bodies still lving in the streets. 

“It’s the chief's orders,” said one blue- 

coat. “East St. Louis doesn’t want that 
kind of advertising.” 
* An incident of the night indicated the 
temper of the mobs. One crowd went 
about the streets shouting against the 
mayor. “Let’s get Mollman!” they 
shouted. “He’s the man what brought 
‘em in.” 

The cry was raised because of a false 
rumor that Mayor Mol!lman went south 
and advertised that negro labor would 
be paid well in East St. Louis. As a 
matter of fact, the mayor visited New 
Orleans and conferred with the railroad 
heads and others to discourage the ne- 
groes from coming. 

Ferocity of White Women, 


Another of the innumerable 
incidents of the night was the attack 
on a young negress. White men and 
women were among the assailants. 

“Let the women have her,’ was the 
cry among the men, and white women 
began tearing the garments from their 


victim. 

The negresa’ cry, ‘*‘Please, please, I 
ain't done nothing,” was stopped by a 
blow in the mouth with the club which 
a woman swung like a baseball bat. 
Another white woman seized the vic- 
tim’s hands and the blow was repeated. 
Fingers tore at her hair and her waist 
was stripped from her. 

“Now, let’s see how fast she can run,” 
Suggested a woman as the negress 
broke loose. The women were loath 
to leave her alone, but after following 
her with their blows for a short dis- 
tance they stopped and she ran crving 
down the street. 

The women next tried to get an aged 
negress who was guarded by three mili- 
tiamen. One of them wrestled with the 
soldier for his rifle and others succeed- 
ed in getting in a few blows. 


NEGRO ORGANIZATIONS 
MAKE BITTER PROTEST. 


Boston, July 3.—Telegrams to Presi- 
dent Wilson, Governor Lowden, of I}li- 
nois, and Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
were dispatched tonight by officers 
of three negro associations having 
headquarters here, appealing to them 
to use their influence to prevent a re- 
currence of the race riots in East St 
Louis, Ill. 

The New England League for Afro- 
American Suffrage asked Governor 
Lowden to use his influence “to main- 
tain justice for colored native Ameri- 
can citizens.” The message said press

Between 75 and 250 negroes, men, women 
and children, were killed by mobs in Illinois 
in one day’s saturnalia of outlawry, and 
property valued at between three and four 
millions of dollars—almost as great as At- 
lanta’s loss in our recent conflagration— 
Was burned, all because of resentment of the 
colored man’s desire to earn his living “in 
the north!” 

Disdainful of law or decency, disregard- 
ful of police or military authority, all day 
long and for half the night the blood-crazed 
mobs howled and fought and destroyed— 
employing stones, bludgeons, knives, fire- 
arms and the torch!

THE SOONER THE BETTER. 


We publish elsewhere a second commu- 
nication from ex-Governor Joseph M. Brown, 
bearing further upon his communication of 
last Sunday. 

Today’s communication speaks for itself, 
and with the position taken by ex-Governor 
Joseph M. Brown The Constitution very 
heartily agrees—though in full recognition of 
the fact that the supreme court of. the 
United States must be duly deliberate in all 
of its decisions. 

This is the one great tribunal in which, 
as much as speed is to be desired, time must 
be allowed for adequate deliberation. 

The Constitution agrees with ex-Governor 
Brown that when the supreme court renders 
its decision the better it will be for the 
whole country. 

That the conscription law will be sus- 
lained admits, we believe, of no doubt. but 
the very fact that there are those who are 
seeking to give trouble over imaginary 
quibbles about the law, and who will con- 
tinue to do so until the supreme court dis- 
poses of the question, renders it all the 
more important that the decision should 
come with as little delay as possible. 


THE WAR AND SLANG. 


In a diversity of ways the war has 
wrought radical changes in the world. not 
the least,noticeable of which is the degree 
to which it has popularized the use of slang 
in polite speech. 

Cultured folk, those particularly aesthetic 
in their lingual tastes and ultra:precise in 
speech, who, three years ago, Zasped ata 
loose expression, today find themselves. un- 
consciously ahd unruffled, not only passing 
over without criticism the common phrases 
of the street, but falling into the use of 
slang themselves. 


It grates.upon the refined sensibilities of 
the stickler for correct grammar not a whit 
more to “do his bit” today than it did three 
years ago to “perform his duty” to his coun- 
try. And today he scorns the “slacker’—a 


derided product, of this war—with even 


greater vehemence and far more sincerity 
than he ever did the “shirker of obligation.” 

No one thought of balking at a request 
to “kick in” with a liberty bond subscrip- 
tion—provided he “had the price’—and he 


would be a prude, indeed, who would wince 
at the Red Cross committee’s official injunc- 
tion “If you can’t go across with guns, ‘come 
across’ with funds!”’ 

“Everybody’s doing it,” and the most 
highly cultured of the hesisilen people are 
proving themselves to be “dead game” the 
Same as the rest, and as willing to “stand 
the gaff!’’ They are “delivering the goods” 
with a grace that is intended to make the 
enemy ‘take notice.” 

It is with them, as with t#e rest of us, 
anything to “put a crimp” in the Prussian 
program and show the kaiser “where to get 
off!”’ 

And, after all, it is doubtful if the progress 
that has been made would have been possi- 
ble without the freer use of words and terms 
and phrases which are peculiarly expressive 
rather than elegant, and which convey mean- 
ing to everybody, high or low, which slang 
certainly does. This is no time for waste. 
neither of commodities nor of words: and 
when you employ an apt expression from the 
parlance of the undercrust of society it 


‘makes no difference to whom you're talking, 


he'll “get you,” “right off the reel!” 

War is proving a great levele- and a great 
eliminator of caste; and if it has popular- 
ized slang to a greater extent than it ever 
was popularized before, perhaps it is just as 
well.

Act to amend Paragraph 1, of Section 
l, of Article 7 of the Constitution of the

OATH AS POLICEMEN 


Mayor Candler Assigns 25 
Members of Seventh Ward 
Organization to the City 
Waterworks, 
Duty Tonight. 


Beginning 


Atlanta has twenty-five new police- 
men today, and they have all been re- 
ferred to by Mayor Candler as “pa- 
triots.” 

They will begin their first active 
duty at 6 o’clock Thursday night at 
the Hemphill avenue pumping station, 
and at the Chattahoochee river pump- 
ing station, which they will guard all 
night long. 

The policemen are known as “Unit 1,” 
and consists of a part of the seventh 
ward home guard organization. The 
entire 61 members, so far as they are 
physically fit in the judgment of May- 
or Candler, Chief of Police Mayo and 
Dr. Cc. J. Vaughn, chairman of the po- 
lice board, will be sworn in before Wed- 
nesday night. 

The twenty-five members were sworn 
in in the mayor’s office Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, and reported to Chief Mayo 
that they were ready and willing to 
begin active guarding the waterworks 
immediately. 

Lieutenant Francis 
Seventeenth regiment, will be at the 
waterworks to act as instructor for 
the new guards. 

The home guard organization of the 
seventh ward proposes to guard the 
waterworks free of cost for the city 
two nights a week, furnishing thirty 
men for each night, thus giving their 
members one night a week on duty. 

The fifth ward has already organized 
a home guard unit and is anxious for 
Mayor Candler and Chief Mayo to swear 
them in at once. This will be done to- 
day, if possible. 

Eighth Ward Organized. 

The eighth ward has organized, and 
is under the instruction of Captain 
Palmer, formerly of the Fifth regi- 
ment. No word has been received from 
this organization about doing police 
guard duty, but Mayor Candler and 
Chief Mayo expect to have an offer of 
their services in a few days. 

By rotating between the various home 
guard organizations ample guard is 
expected for the waterworks facilities 
of Atlanta. In this way fully ten po- 
licemen will be relieved for street pa- 
trol duty. The military guards were 
removed sometime ago. 

The home guards are not to be used 
for suppressing riots, until after the 
police and nearest military organiza- 
tion has failed. They are to have the 
status of watchmen, for the most part. 
although they are clothed with all po- 
lice authority when sworn in,-:and will 
be armed.

Chief Mayo will furnish the home 
guard members with police badges to- 
day, but arms will be furnished by 
the members themselves.

Chairman J. Lee Barnes, of the police 
committee of council, and Mayor Can- 
dler, the home guard was sworn into 
the ‘police service of the city of At- 
lanta.

RECRUITING OFFICERS 
PLEASED WITH RESULTS 


1,500 Added to Navy From 
Georgia; 1,000 Per Month 
Enter Army. 


“Recruiting is splendid,” was the re- 
port of the recrtiting officers at the 
local stations yesterday. . 

“During the quarter, which ended 
June .29, the navy recruiting station 
here enlisted 1,500 then,” stated Lieu- 
tenant Atkinson. “We are highly 
pleased with this record, for it is in- 
dicative that the young men of Georgia 
realize the significance of the fact that 
the navy has been practically quadru- 
pled in size, and officers must be sup- 
plied in proportion. A large part of 
these officers will come trom those 
young men who step forward now an 
Show ability to lead men in service 
for their country. I am sure that the 
young man who holds the navy as first 
choice, but waits until the last min- 
ute to join, will be making an irre- 
parable mistake. 

“In a business-like way we are ad- 
vertising the navy ‘and are pointing 
out to the young men of Georgia that 
the United States navy offers an ideal 
environment for the ambitious man, 
and pays more than any other navy in 
the world.” 


Must Show Cards. 


The navy office received orders yes- 
terday to accept no applicant; who is 
within the military age, unless he shows 
his registration card. This order will 
be observed implicitly in the future. 
There is an opening for ten negroes 
in the navy to hold the position of 
mess attendants. 

“The Georgia boys are coming!” stat- 
ed Captain Heidt, of the army. “They 
have at last awakened and are doing 
a bunch of thinking for themselves. 
We are recruiting now at an average 
of 1,000 men per month, and Georgia 
is setting a pace for the southern states. 
On June 29 Georgia was eleventh in 
the United States for recruits secured 
that day.

DEFENSE COUNCIL 
BILL INTRODUCED 


Measure Asked by Gov- 
ernor Dorsey in Inaugural 
Address Is Presented by 
Senator Walter P. An- 
drews. 


The bill asked by Governor Hugh M. 
Dorsey in his inaugural address last 


Saturday, formally to create and to give | horns. 


official status to a state council of de- 
fense, was introdticed in the senate 
Tuesday by Senator Walter P. Andrews, 
of the Thirty-fifth district, and was re- 
ferred to the long-dormant but now ex- 
tremely important committee on the 
state of the republic. 

The bill provides that quarters shall 
be provided in the capitol building for 
the council and that the council shall 
consist of fourteen members, five of 
whom. shall be ex-officio members, 
namely, the governor, the commissioner 
of commerce and labor, the state super- 
intendent of public schools, the com- 
missioner of agriculture and the adju- 
tant general. 

Members to Be Appointed. 


The remaining nine members are to 
be appointed by the governor as fol- 
lows: ® 

One representative of the manufac- 
turing interests of the state, one rep- 
resentative of labor, one representative 
of the farmers, a woman who shall rep- 
resent the Red Cross and relief socie- 
ties, a physician who shall represent 
the medical profession, one representa- 
tive of the bankers, one representative 
of the railroads, one representative en- 
gineer, one citizen of Georgia who shall 
be a member of the Travelers’ Protec- 
tive Association of America. 

The duties and purposes of the pro- 
posed state council of defense are set 
forth in the caption of the bill, as fol- 
lows: 

“A bill to be entitled an act to create 
and establish the Georgia Council of De- 
fense, for the co-operation of this state 
with the National Council of Defense, cre- 
ated by act of congress, approved August 
29, 1916, wherein provision was made a 
follows, to-wit: ‘For ‘the formation of a 
council of national defense, the purpose of 
which is to supervise and direct investiga- 
tions and make recommendations to the 
president and the heads of the executive de- 
partments as to the location of railroads 
with reference to the frontier of the United 
States, so as to render possible expeditious 
concentration of troops and 
points of defense; to co-ordinate military, in- 
dustrial and commercial purposes in 
location of extensive highways and branch 
lines of railroad and utilization of water- 
ways; the mobilization of military and na- 
val resources of defense; the increase 
domestic production of articles and mate- 
rials essential to the support of armies and 
of people during the interruption of foreign 
commerce; the development of sea-going 
transportation; data as to amounts, loca- 
tion, methods and means of production, and 
avallability of military supplies; the giving 
of information to producers and manufac- 
turers as to the class of supplies needed 
by the military and other services of the 
government, the requirements relating there- 
to, and the creation of relations which will 
render possible in the time of need the im- 
mediate concentration and utilization of the 
resources of the nation;’ forthefurther pur- 
poses of aiding and co-operating with saiil 
National Council of Defense and with such 
other councils or bodies as the respective 
States may establish for national defense: 
for the performance, under the direction of 
the governor, of any and all functions and 
duties in aid of state administration and 
the ascertainment of the resources of the 
state capable of utilization for military 
purposes, or for the use and sustenance of 
our people; for advice and assistance to 
the governor in the protection of the 
people of this state against wroreful and 
unwarranted speculations, combinations and 
other artful practices and manipulations 
that may be resorted to for the purpose of 
forcing the consumer to pay unjust, unrea- 
sonable, unfair and extortionate prices for 
the necessaries of life; that said council is 
created as a war measure whose tunctions 
shall cease with the last day of the session 
of the general assembly to be held next 
after the close of the war, unless otherwise 
enacted by the general assemb!:, and for 
other purposes.”’ 


Powers of Council. 


In the body of the bill the council is 
given authority to name committees 
for its aid: to compel the appearance 
and testimony of witnesses and the pro- 
duction of documentary evidence, while 
section 13 of the bill provides “‘that said 
council, all its agents and machinery, 
shall vigilantly and vigorously search 
out, discovér and report to the governor 
any person, firm or corporation who 
may wilfully destroy any necessaries 
of life for the purpose of enhancing the 
price or restricting the supply thereof, 
or who may conspire, combine, agree or 
arrange with any other person, firm
